Although Japanese personnel accused of ivas crimes. may 
have been inistreated by American guards, this is not a dcionse 
forthe nistreatment of American ovrisoners of var-in Javanese 
prison camos, However such mistz reatment, if true, is roprerci-.

Under command responsibility, Hatakoyama was found guilty 
of Specification lh which is supported by evidence that Takashima, 
after 6 May 1945, several times hit House with a-stick or with 
his fists, Hatakeyama did not become cainp commander until, 11 May 
1945. The evidence is not sufficient to warrant a finding of 

guilty that the acts complained of occurred during the time that 
Hatakeyama was camp commander. The sentence of Hatakeyama is not 
excessive for the charge and the remainder of the Specifications,
